ancient Uſe and Liberty of 2 — 
preſent our ſeveral humble Petitions to 
your Majeſty of different Nature, ſome 
for Right, and ſome for Grace, to the 
caſing and relieving us of ſome juſt 
Burthens, and of other ſome unjuſt 
Oppreſſions, wherein, what due Care, 
what Reſpect we have had that your 
Majeſty's Honour and Profit ſhould be 
conjoin'd with the Content and Satiſ- 
faction of your People, ſhall afterwards 
in their ſeveral due Places appear. 

Secondly, Now concerning the ancient 
Rights of the Subjects of this Realm, 
chiefly conſiſting in the Privileges of 
this Houſe of Parliament, the Miſ-in- 
formation openly delivered to your Ma- 
jeſty hath becn in three Things. 

I. That we hold not our Privi- 
leges of Right, but of Grace, only re- 
new'd every Parliament by way of Do- 
native upon Petition, and ſo to be li- 
mited. . 

II. That we are no Court of Re- 
cord, nor yet a Court that can com- 
mand View of Records; but that our 
Proceedings here, are only to Acts and

the Records is Courteſie, not Duty, 

III. And Laſtly, That the Examination 
of the Return of Writs for Knights and 
Burgeſles is without our Compals, and 
duc to the Chancery. 

Againſt which Aſſertions (moſt Gra- 
cious Soveraign) tending directly and 
apparently to the utter Overthrow of 
the very fundamental Privileges of our 
Houſc, and therein of the Rights and 
Liberties of the whole Commons of 
your Realm of England, which they 
and their Anceſtors from Time Imme- 
morial have undoubtedly enjoy d under 
your Maj:ſty's moſt noble Progenitors; 

We, the Knights, Citizens and Bur- 
gore of the Houſe of Commons al- 

embled in Parliament, and in Name of 
the whole Commons of the Realm of 
England, with uniform Conſent for our 
ſelves and our Poſterities, do expreſly 
Proteſt; as being dcrogatory in the high- 
eſt degree to the true Dignity, Libert 
and Authority of your Majeſty's Hig 
Court of b and . 
to the Right of all your Majeſty's ſaid 
Subjects, and the whole Body of this 
fone Kingdom, and deſire that this our 

roteſtation may be recorded to all Po- 
fterity. And 


_— 
Turiſdiftion of Parliaments. 
And contrariwiſe, with all humble 
and due Reſpect to your Majeſty, our 
Sovereign Lord and Head, againſt thoſe 
Miſ- informations, we moſt truly avouch 
that our Privileges and Liberties are 
our Right and due Inheritance, no leſs 
than our very Lands and Goods; that 
they cannot be withheld from us, de- 
nied or impaired, but with apparent 
Wrong to the whole State of the Realm. 
And that our making Requeſt in the 
Entrance of Parliament to enjoy our 
Privileges, is an Act only of Manners, 
and doch weaken our Rights no more 
than owgy, ſerving the King for our 
Lands bMetition; which Form, though 
new and more decent than the old, by 
Præcipe, yet the Subjects Right is no 
leſs now than of old. | 
We avouch alſo that our Houſe is a 
Court of Record, and ſo ever eſteem'd; 
and that there is not the higheſt ſtand- 
ing Court in this Land that ought to 
enter into Competency, either for Dig- 
nity or Authority, with this High Court 
of Parliament, which, with your Maje- 
ſty's Royal Aſſent, gives Laws to other 
Courts, but from other Courts receives 


neither Laws nor Orders. 
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And Lai), We ayouch that the 
Houſe of Commons is the ſole proper 
ud; e of the Return of all ſuch Writs, 
and of the Election of all fach Memberg 
(without which the 
Freedom of Election were not entire) arid 
that the Chancery, though as a ſtandi 
Court under your Majeſty, but to ſ 
out thoſe Writs, and receiye the Re- 
turns, and to preſerve them; yet the

From theſe miſ. informed Niitions 
(moſt Gracious Soveraign) the greateſt 
part of our Troubles, Diſtruſts and Jca- 
louſtes have ariſen, having apparently 
found that in this firſt Parliament of 
the happy Reign of your Majeſty, the 
Privileges of our Houſe, and therein the 
Liberties and Stabilities of the whole 
Kingdom, have been more univerſally 
and dangerouſly impugned than ever, 
as we ſuppoſe, ſince , Beginning of 
Parliaments. A 
For although it may be true, that in 
the latter times of Queen Elizabeth, 
ſomg one Privilege now and then were

& which by wicked Practices might have 
been drawn to Impeach the Quiet of 
your Majeſty's Right in the Succeſſion, 
thoſe Actions were then paſt over, 
which we hoped in ſucceeding times of 
W frcer Acceſs to your Highneſſes ſo re- 
= owned Grace and Juſtice to redreſs, 
reſtore and rectifie. 
= Whereas contrariwiſe, in the Parlia- 
nent (which your Majeſty in great 
W Grace, as we nothing doubt, intended 
to bea Precedent of all-Parliaments that 
mould ſucceed, clean contrary to your 
g Majeſty's ſo Gracious Deſire, by rea- 
ſon of thoſe Miſ-informations, not on- 
WJ ly Privilege) but the whole Freedom of 
de Parliament and Realm, hath from 
W time to time upon all Occaſions been 
mainly hewed at. 
= As the Freedom of our Perſons in 
Election hath been impeached. 


The 
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If good Kings were Immortal as well 
Kingdoms, to ſtrive ſo for Privileges 
vere Vanity perhaps and Folly. 

But ſeeing the ſame God, who in his 
great Mercy hath given us a Wile King 
and Religious, doth alſo ſometimes 
permit Hypocrites and Tyrants in his 

Diſpleaſure, and for Sins of People, 
From hence hath the deſire of Rights, 
W Liberties and Privileges, both for No- 
bes and Commons, had its juſt Ori- 
W zinal, by which an harmonical and ſta- 
dle State is fram'd, each Member under 
W the Head enjoying that Right, and 
performing that Duty, which for the 
Honour of the Head and Happineſs of 
W the Whole 1s requiſite. 

Thus much touching the Wrong 
cone to your Majeſty, by Mil-informa- 
on touching our Privileges. 

Thirdly, T helaſt kind of Miſ-informa- 
ons made to your Majeſty, hath been

The Gentleman-Uſher's Fault, in de- 
priving, by his accuſtom'd Neglect, a 
great Part of our Houſe from hearing 
W your Majeſty's Speech the firſt Day of 
Parliament, we could not (in the Gricf 
of being fruſtrated of ſo loving and juſt 
Deſire to hear your Majeſty's Voice 
iind renown'd Wiſdom ) but complain 
of indecent ſort amongſt our ſelves; 
and further we proceeded not: Your 
g Majeſty's Extraordinary great Care and

| 4 The Yeoman of the Guard's Words 
were very opprobrious, and however 
they might have been not unfitly ap- 
ply'd to the Peſants of France, and 
Boors of Germany, yet could they not 
be other then very reproachful and in- 
jurious to the great Dignity and Ho- 
nour of the Commons of this Realm, 
who contain not only the Citizens, 
Burgeſſes and Yeomanry, but alſo the

The Wrong done to us doth redound 
upon the whole Land, and will be fo 
conſtru'd. 

We could not therefore do leſs in 
our Duty to the Realm, than to ad- 
yertiſe ſuch a Delinquent of the Un- 
ſeemlineſs of his Fault, neither yet could 
we do more in Duty to your Majeſty, 
than upon his Acknowledgment thereof 
ſo freely to remit it. 

3. The Right of the Libertics of the 
Commons of England conſiſteth chief- 
ly in three Things. 


Firſt, That the Shires, Cities and 
Boroughs of England, by Repreſenta- 
tion to be preſent, have free Choice 
of ſuch Perſons as they ſhall put in 
Truſt to repreſent them. 

Secondly, That the Perſons Choſen, 
during the time of the Parliament, as 
alſo of their Acceſs and Receſs, be free 
from Reſtraint, Arreſt and Impriſon- 
ment. 

, Thirdly, That in Parliament they 
may ſpeak freely their Conſciences with- 
Out 
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out Oheck and Controulment, doing 
the ſame with due Reyerence to the 
Sovereign Court of Parliament, that is, 
to your Majeſty and both the Houſes, 
who all in this Caſe make but one po- 
litick Body, whereof your Highnel is 
the Head. |

tor everſe, defeat, to reject and ſubſti-

Neither thought we that the Ju 
Opinion (which yet in due place we 
greatly reverence) being deliver'd 
with the common Law, (which extends 
| only to inferior and ſtanding Courts) 
ought to bring any Prejudice to this 
High Court of Parliament, whoſe Power 
being above the Law, 1s not founded 
on the common Laws, but have their 
Rights and Privileges peculiar unto 
themſelves.
